■which the campaign waf conducted. To 
be more specific, the grounds on wiiich 
thie charge was made were that the can- : 
vasBers were supplied with neither iden- i 
tification cards nor recëpts. ' 

This year it is obvious that it will be 
mort difficult tiiat ever to reach the ob- 
jective in view of the higher costs of liv- [ 
ing, the fact that the counliy at large is \ 
occupied wilh the tremendous task of 
fighting a total war. and that so many 
charities have appealed for funds for war 
work. But even as the difficulties in col- 
lecting are increasing, so too the need is 
daily becoming greater. Thus as ne^•e! 
before we. the students at McGill, mutt : 
bend everj- effort towards making the 
campaign a success, and still further, it is 
ob^douE that there must be no gambling 
the success of the campaign on the fact 
that such c.'^eniia!!- identification 
cards and receipt-. aif 8\ailabif. 

Of course it is f a^y i.u point out that 
it is difficult to gel funds with which to 
purchase these supplies, and it is unctlii- 
cal to take fundi-: out of tlin; r.-^-id for 
the Charities for sucii a purjiosi. 

But, "Where there's a will there's a 
way," and the obvious fact must be 
i&céd — namely, if the campaign is to Ije 
a success it must be run on busine.'.^'likc 
lines which necessitates the purchase of 
receipts, etc. An attempt should be made 
to secure from the charitable organiza- 
tions concerned the amount ncccssar\' to 
cover the campaign expcnscfr, or failing 
this, some organization or individuals 
must be found who will donate the neccs- 
êary funds.
